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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's arguments are not deemed 
persuasive. The Examiner is still convinced that the Sat reference, by means of color adjustment unit 2, calculates the chroma, hue and 
luminance deflections. Because in Sato a user input is provided to cause unit 2 to adjust or deflects the color image based on the 
calculation of the produced matrix (see col. 16, lines 20-40), it is obvious that each of a chroma, hue and luminance of the color be also 
calculated, for the matrix setup is based entirely on the hue, chroma, and luminance parameters for the color. For, in adjusting a color, 
certain characteristics of the hue, chroma and luminance of the color need also be determined by the designer. And, since in Sato, it is 
provided that the chroma, hue, and luminance of each pixel is associated with a value , which can be adjusted by a user (see col. 8, lines 
45-60), a first, second and third reference values, it is obvious that the implied calculated color components (hue, chroma, saturation) is 
performed based on these respective predetermined values . 
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
